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d. Attention is invited to the fact that the lack of a group in G-2 
of the War Department, during the war, which was charged with the formulation 
and promulgation of War Department counterintelligence policies and procedures 
and with the supervision of their implementation within the War Department 
establishment was recently rectified by the re-establishment of the Security 
Group directly under the Director of Intelligence of the War Department General 
Staff. 

3. In consideration of the above, it is recommended that an Executive for 
Counter Intelligence be provided, under the Executive Director of the Central 
Intelligence Group, who would be charged with the following functions:: 

a. Coordinate and supervise the plans and operations of the several 
department’s and agencies of the Federal Government pertaining to their legally 
authorized foreign counterintelligence activities, to include the plans and 
operations of any central counterintelligence operating service which may have 
been, or may in the future be, established. 


b. Plan, formulate and supervise the implementation of coordinated 
internal security control policies and procedures pertaining to the safeguarding 
of information, personnel, equiprr^ftt'^fcd installations of the Federal Governmental 

departments and agencies, to Include C.J.G. itself. 

c. Coordinate censorship planning by the interested governmental depart- 

ments and”agsncies to be implemented In the event of future emergency or state of 
war. . ■ .
